ember 1998 shows $8,250 on hand. 
The road and bridge tax for 1907 
was only 15 cents, and for 1908 30 
cents, so that we have only received 
the special road tax for one year. We 
have purchased four first class road 
gangs, consisting of four graders, 
nesessary tools and 47 fine mules all 
worth $16,000. 
Last spring the county sustained a 
: loss ot nine steel bridges and culverts 
requiring $25,000 to replace them. 
This has been done, and our road 
gangs have been constantly at work, 
without the issuance of bonds or the 
payment of interest. 
Tt will be seen 
that the four road gangs cost the 
county more than the amount receiv­ 
ed from the 15 cent special road tax, 
which was about $13,500. So that re­ 
placing the bridges, maintaining the 
road gangs, replacing bridges and 
j culverts washed away by the flood has 
1 been accomplished with the old tax 
rate as it was for many years. So 
carefully have

been managed 
that

[county government has been main­ 
tained and we have been able to 
transfer from the general fnnd and 
| other funds $17,700; and this with the 
old 15 cent road tax we have restored 
the damages of the flood and kept our 
road gangs at work. 
Believing that good roads are of 
the greatest importance all surplus 
money has been transferred to the 
road and bridge fund, and it is our 
desire and aim to build as much per­ 
i s rn anent roads as possible in the next 
■J two years. 
Good permanent roads, 
■I rocked and graveled, have been built

r«WASHINGTON LETTER 


[Special Correspondence.] 
Tho wheels of national legislation 
luld go sadly awry if Washington 
oke some fine morning to find that 
the men who have given years of their 
^ lives to aid the senators and represent- 
* atives in their duties had been sudden­ 
ly spirited away, for there are clerks 
of committees, employees cf the senate 
and house, who have vast stores of 
knowledge regarding the proper course 
to be pursued with the legislative 
problems that present themselves to 
each congress and who are almost in­ 
dispensable to the expeditious transac­ 
tion of the public business. There are 
employees of this character at the cap­ 
itol who have been in harness f ir 
twenty, thirty and even forty years. 
Officers cf the House. 
The three officers of the house el a t- 
ed by the members at the beginning of 
each new congress are the clerk of the 
house, the sergeant at arms and tin' 
doorkeeper of the house. The present 
incumbents have been in office for 
years mid are extremely likely to be 
re-elected when the Sixty-first con­ 
gress assembles after March 4 in extra 
session. The offices of clerk of the 
house and sergeant at arms have al­ 
most invariably been given to former 
members of the house. The present 
clerk, Alexander McDowell, came to 
the capitol first as a representative 
from Pennsylvania, being elected to 
the Fifty-third congress on the Repub­ 
lican ticket. 
He was elected clerk of 
the house during the Fifty-fourth con­ 
gress. 
The Quorum Provider. 
The sergeant: at arms, Henry A. Cas­ 
son, came here from Wisconsin. He 
S 
was at one time chief clerk of the d£- 
artment of agriculture. This was in 
the day of Jeremiah Rusk, whose pro- 
Jfrc'ge Casson was. The position of ser- 
j^iuut at arms of the house requires 
[considerable tact, and Mr. Casson fills 
the bill to a “I.” 
Ile has been called 
,upun when members so far forget 
themselves as to come lo blows on the 
floor of the house, which they some­ 
times do there. 
Another job put 
upon the sergeant at arms is to bring 
in the members when there is a call of 
[the house to vote upon a measure of 
importance. There are times when Mr. 
(Casson is compelled to take members 
from entertainments, receptions and 
dinners. Ile has cruelly yanked them 
out of their beds unless they were tov 
ill to come in order that a quorum of 
Ithe house might be on baud. 
Expert en Parliamentary Law 
The doorkc» per of the house is I 
Sat- 
'B. Lyons. 
Ile came into his offe1^ 
about the same time as McDowell and Alvord 
Casson. 
No man in the house occupies a more ^ Chico 
responsible position than Asher 0. 
Hinds, the parliamentary clerk to tho 
speaker. Mr. Hinds stands ever at the 
speaker’s right hand and Informs him 
on all questions relating to the rules 
of the house and to parliamentary law. 
’Mr. Hinds is probably the best posted 
man on parliamentary law on this side 
of the Atlantic ocean. 
Ile came to 
Washington first os a newspaper man 
•and had a place in the house press gal­ 
lery. lie hails from Maine, and Speak­ 
er Reed appointed him his clerk in 
1890. 
Ile rapidly proved himself a 
(Wonderfullyclever parliamentarian and 
has held the position ever since. 
Learned In Naval Lore. 
Rittman Pulsifer, clerk to the naval 
bmmittee of the senate, is officially 
designated as Senator Hale’s private 
secretary. There is no other layman 
in the country who knows as much 
about the United States navy, and, for 
that matter, the navies of the world, as 
•Pittman Pulsifer. It has been one of 
his duties to complete the “Navy Year 
(Book.’’ This book has become an abso­ 
lute authority upon naval matters in 
(the senate and is highly regarded by 
the navy department. Mr. Pulsifer un­ 
derstands w’ell the handling of big 
•navy budgets, and his statements re-

Held In Tw enty Churches and at 
Opera House. 
Dallas, Jan. 20.—“Field d ay” was ob­ 
served by statew ide prohibitionists at 
tw enty churches Sunday. 
Funds to a 
considerable am ount w ore pledged and 
petitions asking the legislature to sub­ 
m it an am endm ent to tile constitution 
so voters can vote for or against the 
m anufacture and sale of intoxicating 
spirits signed by hundreds!. 
Rev. George Stuart, the well known 
Methodist evangelist, addressed in the 
afternoon a t the opera house an im­ 
m ense audience that filled that am use­ 
m ent place. 
Previous to Mr. S tu art's 
address 
thirty-five little girls, each waving a 
Texas flag, rendered 
a prohibition 
song sang to the stirring southern air 
of the “Bonnie Blue Flag.” 
Mr. S tu a rt presented for two hours 
argum ents in behalf of statew ide pro- 
hibtion, his rem arks being interspers­ 
ed with num erous anecdotes. 
His re­ 
m arks w ere vigorously applauded, p a r­ 
ticularly his compliments to the south­ 
ern people, whom he declared the most 
progressive of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
The speaker, w ho is a native of T en ­ 
nessee, stated that he was exceeding­ 
ly glad to state that his state had join­ 
ed hands with N orth Carolina. Geor­ 
gia, Alabama and Mississippi, and hop­ 
ed that it would not he a great while 
until Texas did likewise. H e promised, 
if the question was subm itted to the 
voters, to take part in the eampaign. 
Mr. S tu art was especially severe in 
his criticism of Governor P atterson 
mf Tennessee in vetoing the prohibition 
hill in that. state. 
He was caustic in 
his characterizations of the men who 
Xviii vote “ wet.” 
Speaking 
of personal liberty, the 
speaker said: 
“Over in Tennessee 
Ithere’s a little on^-horse governor, 
a hale fellow well wTet, who vetoes the 
hill in the legislature and says we 
c a n ’t by law regulate what a man 
Shall eat and drink and wear. 
He 
does not even know of the law th a t’s 
older than he is. 
H aven’t I a right 
to keep cool? a man says. But let him 
try to appear in a w om an’s clothes 
o r total abstinence of clothes and go 
down the 
street. 
And if the law 
d id n ’t stop his flaunting disregard of 
th e common decency, you and I would. 
Jeffersonian liberty is using w hat we 
have so long as it does not interfere 
.with the w elfare and the happiness 
of others. 
If the eating of an herb 
brought smallpox 
and 
scattered

about the community the man 
who 
would eat it would be put in the pen­ 
itentiary.

P R LIVES LOST IN FIRE 


Gasoline Explosion Causes an 
^Appalling Calamity. 


FORT WORTH HOTEL SCENE 


Bodies of Victims Found Near Win­ 


dows— Several Persons Save Their 


Lives by Jumping From Third Story, 
Hero Leaping Through the Flames. 


Fort W orth, Jan. 26.—F our 
men 
were either burned or suffocated to 
death Tuesday morning in a fire which 
gutted the Southern hotel, on Jones 
street, opposite the Santa Fe passen­ 
ger station. 
The explosion of a gasoline stove 
caused the conflagration, which also 
heavily dam aged six other buildings 
in the block. 
All are frame and the 
fire spread with rapidity. 
The vie- 
tim e were railroad employees, 
who 
w ere sleeping at the time of the fire. 
T heir bodies were found near win­ 
dows, where they had tried to escape 
death. 
Several women employees of 
the hotel suffered slight burns. 
Ambulances carried the victims to 
a hospital, w here all were identified. 
They were: 
Milam Hamilton of Cle­ 
burne, Charles Bryant of Fort Worth, 
Joseph Vaughan of St. Louis and Dr. 
Petty of Hugo, Okla. 
The injured are 
J. B. Manning of Dallas, W. S. Ste­ 
gall and wife and Miss Lou Alexander. 
After the explosion only a few min­ 
utes elapsed until the hotel was en­ 
tirely wrapped in flames. 
Efforts to aw aken the sleeping men 
failed. 
Police fired revolvers as a 
last resort and it is believed 
this 
awoke them, but too late to save their 
lives. 
J. B. M anning of Dallas risked his 
life. 
He dragged out the bodies of 
Bryant and Dr. Petty. 
Mr. Manning 
was forced to leap through a sheet 
of flame to safety, but injured a limb. 
Mrs. W. S. Stegall was ill In bed 
aud forced to rush through the flames. 
H er condition is serious. 
Four per­ 
sons saved their lives by jum ping 
from the third story of the hotel to 
the roof adjoining, fifteen feet below. 
V aughan’s 
wife and two children 
had just arrived from St. Louis to 
Join him, but were not in the hotel at 
the time. 
As fire engines were m aking the 
run to the blaze, the crew of a street 
car stopped the car and ran to the 
burning building, leaving 
the 
car 
blocing all traffic. 
Fire engines and 
wagons were forced to stop and fire­ 
men boarded the car and took it a 
block away. 
Charles B ryant’s body was identi­ 
fied 
by 
his sw eetheart. 
Hamilton 
worked for the Santa Fe? Bryan and 
Vaughan for the Denver railroad. 


HURRAY CHARGES FRAUD 


Insists Submission Was Eighteen 
Thousand Votes Shy. 
Austin, Jan. 
26.— Senator M urray 
charged Tuesday In the senate, while 
talking against the submission of the 
prohibiten am endm ent, that the Dem­ 
ocratic 
party 
of Texas has perpe­ 
trated a fraud on the people of Texas 
by attem pting to force the legislature 
to submit th e am endm ent. 
He occu­ 
pied the floor practically all of T ues­ 
day’s session of that body. 
He m ain­ 
tained that the submission proposition 
fall 18,600 votes short in the recent 
prim aries and still it was made a plat­ 
form d em an d ;
